Titc OKIQJN or COLD WAVES.—These 


waves, as thev have been named, are sups 
posed to originate in British America, 
northwestof Hudson Bay, thence taking a 
westerly course to the Rocky mountains. 
Here they are deflected and follow the 
range, on the eastern side, across Mon- 
tana and Dakota as far south as the 40th 
paralled of latitude. Here again they 
take a turn, to the eastward, follow 
the 
course 
of the 
great 
lakes, 


and spread out over the eastern portion 
of the country, considerably reduced in 
severity, one portion extending south- 
,ward as far as Virginia and to sea until 
the warm temperature over the Gulf 
stream is reached, while another portion 
works northeastward, across the maritime 
provinces of Canada, and into the cold 
north again. The waves, aswell as many 
of the storm areas, are detected in the 
northwest and then advance to the east, 
and unless the intervening atmosphere is 
charged with moisture, they are predicted 
as an advancing cold wave. Some three 
years ago they were traced, and their 
mean time from a certain point in the 
northwest to Boston aud other places was 
found to average . From Fort Dunvegan 
to Bismarck, 22 hours, Boston 52 hours, 
or 37 hours from Bismarck to Boston, 
being at the rate of nearly 40 miles an 
hour, but of course this varies. 
Other 


cold waves originate in the northern part 
of Noith America and pass over Siberia. 
Several have been so traced and found to 
travel about 10 miles per hour, contest- 
ing their way doubtless 
with storms. 


These waves start as often as once a 
week, but iu passing over the continent 
meet other waves that change their 
course or break them up into storms, so 
it is rare that we have them oftener than 
twice a month. 


N«w SIGNALS ON THIS CABS —The 


bell cord has been removed from neat. 
ly all tho trains of tho Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and a patent nir-tube system of 
signalling Ins been substituted. 
Kach 


ear has a rubber tube running under the 
bottom, and these arc connected between 
the cars in tho same way as the Wosting- 
houso air-brake tubes. They nro kept 
charged with air at fifteen pounds pres- 
sure from a reservoir situated under tho 
cab of the engine, and which Is itself sup- 
plied fnun tha air-brake reservoir. The 
rubber tube is also connected with a 
whistle valve in the engineers cab. 
The 


conductor by pulling a cord in the car 
opens a valve iu the rubber tube, and 
allows the air to escape. This relieves 
the pressure on tho whistle valve, and 
throws it open, causing a whistle to sound. 
So long as the cord is held the whistle will 
sound. One whistle means the train ii 
broken. 
Tbo same 
effect would bo 


caused if the rubber tube was broken, 
and tho engineer would thus be informed 
at once of the accident. 


The new device is not popular among 


the trainmen, bul, although it is very 
costly, the officers of tho road nro sub« 
stituting it for the bell 
rope. The 


fault of the bell roap is that it is apt 
to get too slack 
or to get broken.

How CKI.LULIOD is MADE.—A roll of 


paper is slowly unwound and at the wine 
time is saturated with a mixture of five 
parts of sulphuric acid and two of nitric, 
which falls on the paper in a nice spray. 
This changes the cellulose of tho. paper 
into a nice pyroxyline (gun cotton). Tho 
excess of acid having been expelled by 
pressure, the paper is washed with plenty 
of water, until all traces «f acid is re- 
moved ; it is then reduced to pulp and 
pastes on to the bleaching trough. 
Most 


of the water having been got rid of by 
means of n strainer, the pulp is mixed 
with from twenty to forty per cent, of its 
weight of camphor, and tha mixture 
thoroughly triturated under millstones. 
The necessary coloring having been 
added in the form of powder, a second 
mixture and grinding follows. 
The finely 


divided pulp is then spread out in thin 
layers on slabs, and from twenty to 
twenty-five of the layers ara placed in a 
hydraulic press, separated 
from 
one 


another by sheets of blotting paper, and 
are subjected to a pressure of 140 atmos- 
pheres, until all traces of moisture have 
been got rid of. The plates thus ob- 
tained aie broken up and soaked for 
twenty-four hours in alcohol. 
The mat- 


ter is then passed between rollers heated 
from 140 to 150 degrees Fahrenheit when 
it issues in the form of elastic sheets.

The beech, according to Morn. Hansen- 


Blangstead, is supplanting other trees ir» 
the forests of Denmark.

the beech. 
The earliest forests of the 


country were maitilv composed of aspens, 
with which the birch was apparently 
associated; but as the soil and climate 
improved the fir appeared in great num- 
bers, and ruled for centuries. The first 
place was then gained by the holm oak, 
which is now—like the birch and the fir, 
but more slowly—being replaced by the 
beech. 
The superiority of the beech 


seems to lie iu its power of growing in 
the shade of any trees, while other trees , 
are unable to develop in the shadows of 
its own dense foliage.

occurring in Buolii began on Friday, 
April, 14, 1854. 
It snowed through 


Saturday, Sunday and Monday. It was 
estimated that more than a foot of snow 
fill during the storm.

feet of the famous freshet of 1841.

—A correspondent inquires as to the

Tbe 
inquiry as to average rates cannot be an» 
swered. On tobacco it is from 84 to 92 
cents per pound on the raw and cheapest 
art icle, some of which does not cost over 
six cents. On manufactured tobacco, the 
duty is from $1.04V> $1.16 per pound— 
th.it is, 1500 per cent, on the raw and 
1900 on tbe manufactured, tbe protective 
duty being 400 per eent. On tobacco 
alone $43,000,000 of revenue is collected. 
Tbe duty on tea of all grades is 12 cents 
a [xmnd. From this duty $18,000,000 a 
yeir is derived. 
On raw coffee the 


duty is three cents, and on ground and 
otherwise prepared 4 cents—tbe increase 
being for the protection of British man- 
ufacturers. The total amount of customs 
duties in 1883 was $96,480,000.—Boston 
Jo'irnal.

Electric batteries are multiplying. A 


new primary cell, devised by Dr. Pabst, 
of Stettin, operates by the consumption 
of iron, the electrodes being carbon and 
wrought iron dipping into * solution of 
chloride of iron. This cell is attracting 
much attention iu Germany, and it is ex- 
pected to prove valuable in domestic 
electric lightning. In another primary 
battery—that of Profs. Bartoli and Pap- 
asogli—the peculiarity is that the carbon 
is consumed, the electrodes being plat- 
inum and carbon and tbe exciting liquid 
hypochlorite of soda. 


Pasteur, the great French chemist, de- 


votes his entire time to original research, 
although he receives a salary equivalent 
to $2,000 a year as scientific director of 
the Superior Normal school of Paris. 
Koch, the eminent German physiologist, 
is provided with a laboratory by the gov- 
ernment, and is paid a sum equal to $1,- 
500 per annum.

There were majorities for prohibition in 
Bristol borough, Bristol township, Buck- 
ingham, Doylestown borough and town- 
ship, Falls, Lower Makefield, Morrisville, 
Middletown, New Hope, Solebury, Upper 
Makefield, Wrightstown, Warwick, War- 
minster. In Haycock 260 votes were 
cast against prohibition and only one vote 
for it. 
Falls was the most decided for 


prohibition.

AN HJEBEEO FULL OF SEALS. 


Capt. Liarsen, of she Norwegian bark 


Figa, whith is now at the Noble street 
wharf, dit charging her cargo, told the 
following itory of his trip to this port to 
a reporter recently : "We were in lati- 
tude 60° north, and longitude 45e west, 
within pei haps 800 miles of the eastern 
coast of :Newfound!and, when we sighted 
an iceberg. The weather had been foggy, 
and we wre creeping along under short 
canvas. 
Suddenly a mountain of ice 


loomed up and we drifted toward it. The 
iceberg was as clear as crystal, with the 
exception of a great dark mass in the 
center, about a fathom or so above the 
water's edge. 
From a cleft in the side 


of the beig a slender column of vapor as- 
cended. I at once directed my binocular 
glasses upon the crystal mass, and discov- 
ered that.the black blotch in the center 
was moving. Soon it could be plainly 
seen with the naked eye, and my men be- 
came groatly excited. In half an hour 
we were nearly to it, and you may scarcely 
credit, but that iceberg was just swarm- 
ing with seals. 
There must have been 


$20,000 worth of seal skins in that berg. 
The vapor that came from the top of the 
iccburg was caused by their breathing. 
Without exaggeration, I think there were 
between two and three hundred seals there. 
The berg was evidently hollow, and the 
water we could see the seals plunge into 
now and then was thfi ocean. The wall 
of ice that separated us from the seals 
appeared to bo but a few feet thick, and 
I think it had only been there a short 
time. Very likely it formed after the 
seals wei e there, for it is not probable 
that they would have come up in such 
vast numbers from below and voluntarily 
make a place like that their home. 
They 


gathered there from different parts of a 
big floe, and had been floating around for 
months unable to change their quarters. 
After sailing around the berg without 
finding nn opening, we hove the bark to 
and lay off that iceberg as long ns we 
dared, hoping that it would split or crack 
in some manner, so as to give us a chance 
to get tlic seals; but nothing happened, 
and we had to sail off.—Philadelphia 
De-

Capt. Laarsen, of she Norwegian bark 


Figa, whii.h is now at the Noble street 
wharf, discharging her cargo, told the 
following story of his trip to this port to 
a reporter recently • "We were in lati- 
tude 60° north, and longitude 458 west, 
within pe-haps 800 miles of the eastern 
coast of Newfoundland, when we sighted 
an iceberjj. The weather had been foggy, 
and we w^re creeping along under short 
canvas. 
Suddenly a mountain of ice 


loomed up and we drifted toward it. The 
iceberg was as clear as crystal, with the 
exception of a great dark mass in the 
center, about a fathom or so above the 
water's edge. From a cleft in the side 
of the beig a slender column of vapor as- 
cended. I at once directed my binocular 
glasses upon the crystal mass, and discov- 
ered that the black blotch in the center 
was moving. Soon it could be plainly 
seen with the naked eye, and my men be- 
came greatly excited. 
In half an hour 


we were nearly to it, and you may scarcely 
credit, but that iceberg was just swarm- 
ing with seals. There must have been 
•1120,000 worth of seal skins in that berg. 
Tho vapor that came from the top of the 
iceburg <\as caused by their breathing. 
Without exaggeration, I think there were 
between two and three hundred seals there. 
The berg was evidently hollow, and the 
water we could see the seals plunge into 
now and then was the ocean. The wall 
of ice th it separated us from the seals 
appeared to be but a few feet thick, and 
I think it had only been there a short 
time. Very likely it formed after the 
seals wer>) there, for it is not probable 
that thej would have come up in such 
vast numbers from below and voluntarily 
make a place like that their home. They 
gathered there from different parts of a 
big floe, ind had been floating around for 
months unable to change their quarters, 
After sailing around the berg without 
finding an opening, we hove the bark to 
and lay off that iceberg as long as we 
dared, hoping that it would split or crack 
in some manner, so as to give us a chance 
to get the seals; but nothing happened, 
and we had to sail oft.—Philadelphia De- 
spalcli to Ptttsbunjh Leader.
